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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The amendment filed June 15, 2001 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: All references to controlling a fire or control 
burn and page 8, linesl5-18. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10, 15-23 and 25-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The original specification did not 
disclose a method of controlling a fire, a method of providing a controlled fire, the step of 
reducing the exterior temperature of the blower, the step of propelling the exhaust gases away 
from the user or a device for starting a control burn.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4, 15, 16, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Colodner et al. 

Colodner et al discloses a device for extinguishing a fire and performs the method steps 
as claimed. 

6. Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Lopez 
Alvarez. 

Lopez Alvarez discloses a device for extinguishing a fire and performs the method steps 
as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 1-14 and 24 are allowed.

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. McBride, Poon, Ward, Silva et al, Costa and Chi show apparatuses for extinguishing 
fires with blowers.
